The  Klio  Club  was  organized  in  1887,  as  the  Emer- 
son-Gounod  Club,  for  the  study  of  literature  and 
music.  Its  officers  were:  Mrs.  Henry  Town,  president; 
Mrs.  J.  H.  Loomis,  vice-president;  Mrs.  Eva  C.  Har- 
rington, secretary  and  treasurer.  Within  two  months 
the  number  of  the  club  members  doubled. 

The  second  year  the  club  continued  the  study  of 
authors  and  composers,  under  the  same  officers . 

The  third  year  the  officers  were:  Mrs.  Henry  Town, 
president;  Mrs.  Clayton  B.  Shourds,  vice-president; 
Mrs.  Eva  C.  Harrington,  recording  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, and  Miss  Hattie  Pettit,  corresponding  secretary 
(an  office  created  that  year).  The  study  for  the  year 
included  Martin  Luther  and  Motley,  in  connection  with 
the  Dutch  Republic  and  the  Netherlands. 

The  fourth  year  the  officers  were:  Mrs.  J.  B.  Sher- 
wood, president;  Mrs.  Clayton  B.  Shourds,  vice-presi- 
dent; Mrs.  Edward  Westfall,  recording  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  Mrs.  Herbert  Hutchins,  corresponding 


secretary.  Topics  for  study  for  the  year  were  Art  and 

Music. 

In  1891  the  name  of  the  club  was  changed, and  it  has 
since  been  known  as  the  Klio,  with  “ Vires  Acquirit 
Eundo"  (She  acquires  strength  in  her  progress),  for 
its  motto.  The  officers  of  the  club  remained  the  same 
as  the  preceding  year,  with  the  addition  of  Mrs.  E.  A. 
Bigelow  as  second  vice-president.  The  topics  of  study 
were  Architecture  and  Music,  historically  considered. 
A class  in  parliamentary  study  was  formed,  with  Mrs. 
J.  D.  Marston,  chairman. 

The  officers  for  1892  were:  Mrs.  Herbert  Hutchins, 
president;  Mrs.  J.  B.  Sherwood,  first  vice-president; 
Mrs.  J.  D.  Marston,  second  vice-president;  Mrs. 
W.  M.  Sherman,  recording  secretary  and  treasurer: 
and  Mrs.  H.  P.  Goodall,  corresponding  secretary. 
India  was  the  topic  of  study  for  the  year,  two  club 
afternoons  being  devoted  to  current  events  and  modern 
music.  One  musicale  and  three  lectures  were  given 
during  the  winter,  making  the  club  year  instructive, 
interesting  and  of  benefit  to  all. 
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Constitution 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  association  shall  be  called  the  Klio  Club. 
ARTICLE  II. 

Its  object  shall  be  mutual  advancement  in  litera- 
ture and  music. 


ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  Candidates  may  be  admitted  to  the  club 
by  unanimous  ballot  of  the  membership  committee. 

Sec.  2.  A candidate  for  membership  must  be  pro- 
posed by  two  members  of  the  club.  No  member  may 
propose  a candidate  until  she  has  been  connected  with 
the  club  six  months. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  officers  of  this  club  shall  be  president,  first  and 
second  vice-presidents,  corresponding  secretary,  re- 
cording secretary,  and  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualify. 


ARTICLE  V. 


Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to 
preside  at  meetings  of  the  club.  In  the  absence  of  the 
president  one  of  the  vice-presidents  shall  preside,  and 
in  their  absence  a presiding  officer  may  be  chosen 
without  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  the  recording  secretary  shall 
be  to  keep  the  records  of  the  club,  and  at  each  meet- 
ing, read  a report  of  the  work  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  The  corresponding  secretary  shall  attend 
to  all  correspondence. 

Sec.  4.  The  duties  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  to  col- 
lect all  dues;  also  to  be  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
club,  disburse  same  upon  the  written  authority  of  the 
executive  committee,  and  make  a full  report  of  all  re- 
ceipts, expenditures  and  funds  on  hand. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  March  at  two  p.  m.,  and  shall  be  called 
by  individual  notification. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  club  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present;  notice  of  proposed  amendment  having  been 
served  upon  all  members  in  writing  ten  days  before 
said  meeting.

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  i.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  club  shall 
be  held  on  the  first,  third  and  fifth  Thursdays  of  each 
month  during  the  club  year,  which  shall  include  the 
seven  months  from  October  to  May.  The  time  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  from  two  to  four  p.  m. 

Sec.  2.  The  president  shall  be  authorized  to  call  a 
special  meeting  at  any  time  she  may  deem  it  expedient 
to  do  so,  or  upon  the  written  request  of  five  members, 
which  number  shall  at  any  meeting  constitute  a quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  i.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  president. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a membership  committee 
consisting  of  three,  to  which  all  applications  for  mem- 
bership shall  be  referred. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  an  executive  committee  con- 
sisting of  five,  who  shall  audit  and  approve  all  bills, 
and  attend  to  all  other  business  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  club. 


Sec.  4.  The  majority  of  the  officers  of  this  club 
shall  have  full  power  to  demand  the  resignation  of  any 
member,  when,  in  their  judgment,  the  good  of  the 
club  calls  for  such  action. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  i.  The  club  shall  hold  entertainments  of 
a social  nature  at  regular  intervals. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  i.  The  executive  committee  may  issue 
tickets  to  admit  guests  to  any  meeting  of  the  club,  and 
members  may  obtain  such  tickets  of  the  treasurer. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  i.  The  annual  dues  shall  be  $5,  payable 
tt^  first  meeting  in  October. 

Sec.  2.  .Members  neglecting  to  pay  dues  by  the 
first  meeting  in  January  shall  receive  one  notification 
from  the  treasurer.  If  not  paid  on  or  before  the  next 
meeting,  they  shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board. 
If  said  dues  are  not  paid  at  the  end  of  one  month  after 
posting  them,  the  names  of  such  delinquent  members 
shall  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  members. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

All  business  shall  be  transacted  at  the  first  meeting 
in  each  month. 
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ARTICLE  VII

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  club  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present,  notice  of  the  proposed  amendment  having 
been  served  upon  all  members  in  writing  ten  days  be- 
fore the  meeting.
